If you work for social justice you 
know that most positive change 
happens slowly. It takes time to 
build movements and reconcile all 
the pieces. But—and Adbusters has

vote: that Gore and Bush were the 
same, and now Kerry and Bush are 
just as much the same,and that 
they’d prefer to hang out and wait 
until the system crashes.

Afro-Canadians address the AIDS crisis 


AFRICA’S AIDS PANDEMIC MAY 
seem a million miles away to most 
of us, but for Edmonton's African 
community, it hits uncomfortably 
close to home. 

The results of a study performed 
by the Centre for Infectious 
Diseases show that of all the HIV- 
infected heterosexual women in 
Canada, nearly half are Afro- 
Canadians. 

“High-risk behaviours like for- 
mal and informal polygamy, aver- 
sion to birth control, excisions and 
circumcisions are an everyday part 
of life,” says Chantal Londji Dang 
during an interview in the board- 
room of her downtown condomini- 
um complex. Until recently, the 
Cameroonian ex-pat was a produc- 
er and broadcast journalist. Today, 
she devotes all of her time to edu- 
cating African women new to this 
country. 

The foundation she runs is 
named for her sister. Madeleine 
Sanam had her first clash with

school— she refused to read aloud 
a love letter intercepted by one of 
the nuns. It was the beginning of a 
lifelong battle against the institu- 
tions and individuals who would 
try to oppress women, one that 
would last until her death of 
Leukemia in 1988.

same culture no one wants to hear 
anything about it,” she says, adding 
that 90 per cent of those born in 
Africa have at least one relative 
with the disease. 

So far, close to 50 people, includ- 
ing men and people of non-African 
origin, have attended the 14-hour 
workshop taught by Dang and a 
handful of other Afro-Canadians 
every second Saturday at the 
Faculty Saint-Jean. Using a cultural- 
ly sensitive approach, they tackle 
issues such as becoming comfort- 
able talking about sex, knowing 
your rights in and out of the bed- 
room, and they detail what to do if 
you think you might be at risk. 

Since Africa is, obviously, a vast 
continent with disparate cultures, 
languages, and attitudes about sexu- 
al activity, the hope is that this first 
generation of trainees will take the 
basics they’ ve learned and offer 
more tailored guidance within their 
own communities. 

“We hope that maybe they'll get 
15 women together, and then they’! 
get 15 women together,” says Dang 

“We're not going to save a nation, 
but we can do our small part here.”

We Don't Live Here Anymore 
takes a non-judgmental look at adultery

[fF YOU'RE AS CYNICAL 
about marriage as | am, you're prob- 
ably already aware how easily mat- 
rimonial bliss can deteriorate over 
time into a hideously spiteful and 
distrustful union of two diametrical- 
opposed sparring partners. 
With ptndes like fot it is proba- 
bly little surprise that I have never 
been married and probably never 
will be. But my confirmed bachelor- 
hood hasn’t prevented me from 
sharing a bed from time to time 
with others who, though not exactly 
married, were involved in long- 
term, monogamous cohabitations. 
Call me a home-wrecker if you 


must, and stop me if this seems 
overly confessional, but I believe my 
involvement in various infidelities © 
partly explains why I so greatly 
admire We Don’t Live Here Anymore, 
a new film that explores the morali- 
ty of adultery in all its confusing 
complexity. i 

To me, perhaps for obvious reasons, 
the most interesting quality about 
this subtle, nuanced drama is that it 
is not remotely moralistic in its 
examination of the role that infideli- 
ty (or the potential for it) plays ina 
great number of marriages. Many 
other films about adultery tend to 
demonize one character or victimize 
another without taking the time to 
reflect upon the motivations for 
those characters’ actions. We Don’t 
Live Here Anymore never suggests 
that adultery is a curative for a dis- 
eased relationship. But through the 


film’s unique structure, which shifts 
between the perspectives of four 
morally ambiguous characters in 
two intertwined couples, it shows a 
remarkable array of behaviour— 
from deceit and denial to petulance 
and rage—without condemning any 
of it. 

“It’s interesting how everyone who 
sees [the film] has a different per- 
spective on what's going on. and 
how they feel about the characters,” 
says director John Curran, “When | 
read [the script, it was the structure 
itself that was the special effect... It 
read to me like jazz or a poem more 
than it read like a narrative tale... | 
always felt it was like a piece of 
music where, to balance and shift 
people's allegiances, it was a matter 
of a single note here or, you know, a 
sudden crash there. 

“Tf there’s any kind of dramatic sus- 
pense to the story, it is that idea 
where you're judging somebody in 
one scene, and the next scene you're 
seeing their [spouse], and then you 
have a whole new empathy for the 
character that you just judged.”

Crap... too late. The Exorcist fran- 
chise has been possessed by the 
great evil that is Renny Harlin, so 
abandon hope all ye who enter the 
Cineplex. 

Director William Friedkin’s 1973 
adaptation of William Peter Blatty’s 
novel The Exorcist is often labeled the 
greatest horror film ever made, so 
it’s no surprise that a prequel could 
fail to honour its legacy. To screw it 
up this badly, though, is a form of 
self-sabotage that goes beyond sim- 
ply hiring one of the worst directors 
in Hollywood. 

Here's the deal. Originally, 
Morgan Creek hired John 
Frankenheimer to direct, with Liam 
Neeson starring, but Frankenheimer 
stepped down prior to passing away 
in ‘02, and Neeson bailed (replaced 
by Stellan Skarsgard). Then the stu- 
dio hired Paul Schrader—the writer 
of Taxi Driver and Raging Bull, 
writer-director of Affliction and Auto- 
Focus. He lacks horror experience, 
but at least he’s from that ’70s school 
of filmmakers, like Friedkin. 

So, Schrader shoots the pic and 
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takes a “psychological” approach. 
And the studio hates it. They ioathe 
it so much they fire Schrader, and 
rewrite and recast nearly the entire 
film, with the exception of 
Skarsgard. Oblivious to the fact that 
the original film is a psychological 
horror intensified by shocking visu- 
als, they hire the guy who gifted the 
world with masterpieces like 
Cutthroat Island, The Long Kiss 
Goodnight, and the Sylvester Stallone 
racecar movie, Driven, to make it 
scarier. 

Anyhow, Skarsgard plays a 
younger version of Father Merrin 
(Max Von Sydow in the original),

Nazi experiment survivor, camp 
doctor, and contrived love interest 
James D’Arcy (Master and 
Commander: Far Side of the World), 
who appears as Father Francis; 
young priest, unnecessary sidekick 
and newcomer Remy Sweeny as 
Joseph; and a could-be possessed ki 
who provides an excuse to have a 
bed jump around. 

Most of the film is an excuse for 
some sort of shocking imagery 
whipflash, edited together and set 
an assaultive soundtrack. If you 
want to see a child ripped apart by 
hyenas, a stillborn baby covered in 
maggots, and a man eaten by 
crows—interspersed with countless 
shots of doors and windows flying 
open, close-ups of spooky statues 
and people suddenly bleeding— 
then you’re in luck. Sure, the special 
effects are generally well done, but 
without meaning or resonance, the 
graphic imagery becomes tiresome 

The plot reaches its nonsensical

who’s lost his faith and, like every 
other character in movie history 
with such a problem, he broods as 
he slams back whiskey in crummy 
bars. He’s haunted by nightmares of 
Nazis (i.e., the arbitrary Hollywood 
signifiers of pure evil) executing a lit- 
tle girl. The dreams are so over the 
top the Germans should carry red 
pitchforks. Skarsgard’s strong per- 
formance delivers the movie from 
all-out silliness; this is quite a feat,

MUSIC SCENES ARE OFTEN LIKE 
dysfunctional families: parents 
argue, siblings fight, but more often 
than not there are moments to cele- 
prate. For the people at Tuffhouse 
Records, it seems the family is, 
despite its accelerated growth, more 
functional than ever. Only four years 
after inception, the local hip-hop 
Jabel has another reason to rejoice 
with the release of their latest compi- 
lation, The Cure. 

“Before, people didn’t think that a 
scene could be organized,” says local 
hip-hop artist Peter Dudar, (a.k.a. 
Reason). “I think they thought hip- 
hop scenes happened very far away, 
in bigger cities 
like Toronto, 
or in the States 
somewhere. 
They didn’t 
think that 
anything 

- could develop 
into some- 
thing recog- 
nizable in 
Edmonton. 
With The Cure, 
it shows that it 
wasn’t just a 
flash in the 
pan, that it’s continuing and grow- 
ing,’ Reason observes. 

Reason is only one of 19 artists 
featured on Tuffhouse’s latest 
release, a gathering of local and 
regional talents that include Peep 
Game, Winnipeg's Bonafide, 
Konnex, Nekkbone, and a slew of 
others who share this vision: a 
viable, local hip-hop scene. 

Founded in 1999 
by local artist/pro- 
ducer Orville 
Green, Tuffhouse 
has grown into a 
powerhouse, and 
lists artists from 
throughout the city, 
from Clareview to 
the South Side, 
under one banner. 
Their first compila- 
tion, The Outbreak, 
showcased 
Edmonton’s up and 
coming MCs, 
singers, and DJs.

was Alberta's largest compilation for 
independent artists,” says Green. 
“We wanted to take it up a notch. Me 
and the guys at the label talked about 
coming out with a new compilation

especially in hip hop,” adds Green 
He elaborates: “A lot of artists have 
the same sense, and no one really 
wants to conform. If you want suc- 
cess, you have to do it in terms of 
what the people want, and what you 
feel is right. A lot of different areas in 
the city are separated and follow a lot 
of different [styles]. At the same time 
it comes down to the fact that there 
are no promoters bringing every- 
body together, because they’re not 
about putting money in your pocket, 
they don’t care about artists. That’s 
where the label comes in: if you're 
doing your own music and you need 
help to propel yourself to a better 
level, you 
won't be dis- 
respected.” 

Green con- 
fidently 
admits he 
wants to take 
Tuffhouse to 
new heights, 
looking for 
more expo- 
sure while 
ensuring 
everybody 
involved still 
enjoys what 
they are doing. Artists on Tuffhouse 
are encouraged to take risks, do their 
own thing, break new ground, and 
represent their cultural heritage. 

“T’ve seen a lot of guys get up and 
move away, to Toronto or 
Vancouver or to the States,” notes 
Green. “T thought if I started some- 
thing it would help artists to stay, 
and it would also give them a better 
vision to see 
that we can 
do it if we put 
our heads 
together. That 
was one of the 
main rea- 
sons.”

EVERYBODY'S NOTION OF COM- 
fort and sacrifice are different. For Eli 
Klein, paying rent without having to 
sell something first is a great step for- 


ward. Fortunately for the co-pilot of the 
local, independent promotion compa- 
ny Black Dot, this step has been accom- 
plished. 

“Atone point I sold my computer to 
pay rent because I lost it ona show,” 
laughs Klein—though, only slightly. 

In truth, for Klein and his partner, 
Liv Lunde, the days of sacrificing their 
tuition money and the likes to pay fora 
show seem to be behind them. 

Black Dot is about to celebrate its six- 
year anniversary: not bad for a compa- 
ny run by a couple of people in their 
mid-twenties. 

When the two started, Lunde was 
still in high school, and Klein had just 
tumed eighteen and had inherited 
what he simply refers to as “seed 
money.” This he used to start Black 
Dot. And while that money was gone 
within two years, Klein is encouraged

that he and his partner are now “at 
least this far.” 

How far is far? Recently, Klein was 
hired to book and promote shows at 
the Starlite room, with the perk of 
booking Tuesdays in the Victory 
Lounge. This provided him witha 
new, creative opportunity. 

“Two bands for five bucks is starting 
to get kind of boring,” he reasons. “I'm 
not saying I don’t enjoy that, but if I’m 
trying to get people to come, I've got to 
come up with something kind of inter- 
esting.” 

The idea for Tuesdays is to mix DJs, 
bands of every genre, and music films 
in various, suitable, combinations. And 
for the upcoming Dilletantes’ show, the 
band will hosta spoken word forum. 

The fact that Klein works for a larger 
venue does not, however, interfere 
with his Black Dot business, nor does it 
make him damaging competition to 
others involved in the same game. 

“Something all the independent pro- 
moters in town have been able to main- 
tain isa little autonomy from our 
employers. And we all really get along

and respect each other professionally 
remarks Klein. 

That said, Black Dot certainly holds 
its own on both the employee and 
independent fronts, with Lunde retun 
ing from her two-year stint at Small 
Man in Winnipeg in September and 
fully prepared to handle all shows 
beyond the Starlite Room. 

Her retum also heralds Black Dot's 
expanding artist services, from tour 
bookings, to photos, to assembling 
press kits, and managing bands. Klein 
currently manages Division and 
Wellesley through Beat Broker 
Records, which is his and Lunde'’s sick 
project, which will expand when time 

its. 

As fotthe partners’ very-near-futun 
plans, expect the final installment of a 
four-part series of shows booked for 
Fractal Pattern, wherein the band p 
a unique venue each season. Thi 
for this fall item is for them to play 
synagogue. 

Also expect a big Halloween party 
and, of course, this weekend's two- 
part shaker.

yUST WHEN YOU THINK 
there’ sno end to all of the terrible 
white-bread “alternative” hip hop out 
there, paired with “B-boy” posturing 
over intergalactic travel, comic book 
worship, Saturday morning cartoons, 
and breakfast cereals, somebody like 
Sixtoo comes along. 

Though he has roots in the early 
experiments of that scene, Sixtoo has 
left alt-hop far, far behind. Chewing on 
Glass And Other Miracle Cures, his lat- 
est album, and first for Ninja Tune, is 
a remarkable listen that takes many 
cues from jazz, improv, Krautrock, the 
early electronic experimentalists, and 
others. He’s been paying attention. 

The beats are here, but they're almost 
morea pulsing minimalism than stan- 
dard funk thump. There are no clichés 
here, on whatis a fascinating —if occa- 
sionally disturbing—listen, recreating 
classic sounds, rather than grabbing 
them from records. 

‘Vaughn Robert as his mom 
calls him, had time for a chat last 
week, and there was one obvious 
question to start with: 


So where does the darkness in your 
musiccome from? Is it a matter of 
using dark music as an art form, or is 
it from personal experience? 

I don’t think it’s a matter of being 
dark I don’t really find it dark at all. I 
think it’s just that I like to compose in 
minor keys. But, you wouldn’t have 
been the first person to tell me that. 


Why did you decide to sign with 
Ninja Tune after a number of releas- 
es on smaller independents? Did 
you think you'd have the artistic 
freedom with Ninja? Has it helped 
having the financial support of a 
larger label? 


Ninja’s support of creativity was one 
of the main reasons I went. I knew 
that they would be able to help me go 
in the new di [wanted to. Had 
itnot been Ninja, I probably would 
have released on Constellation or

Saeed to tie’ an outsider. Ina 
small town there's a ceiling [that 
defines] where you can get to. If they 
can handle the social boost, it’s worth 
moving toa larger centre to be pro- 
ducing work among all these other 
people. Competing. I love it. Montreal 
is thriving. Everyone's collaborating 
and taking chances. 


What recording techniques do you 
use? 

My main instrument is my (Akai) 
MPC sampler. Things sound very 
organic on the album, but it’s still sam- 
ple-based music, whether it’s chopped 
or not. How I sequence the samples 
and how I chop them up is the most 
instrumental part. I don’t like the 
sound of the MPC as much, but I’ve 
tried other samplers and it seems to be 
the most efficient. 


Was it hard to just let the album go 
after working on it for so long? 
When you create something it has a life 
of its own and it has to take it off. And 
then it’s out there to be enjoyed or 
exploited in whatever ways possible. 
At odds with who you are. The 
process of making and selling is two 
different things. Just continuing. 
Numbers. I'm way more critical of 
older materials than of new stuff. From 
Duration on I've been comfortable with 
what I've been doing. | think, in the last 
couple of years, I've wanted to distance 
from that scene, as I'm not into 
itand don't listen to any of it. 


When you play live, like your perfor- 
mance at MUTEK 2003, I noticed that 
your show varies its elements a lot 
more than on records, and it seems to 
have more of a party atmosphere. 
What's this one going to be like? 

I don’t cater myself toa party in any 
way. Fora live performance, | think 
that heady but beat-oriented stuff 
Beaici tien ping! We givea full 
live performance with two MCPs,a DJ, 
melodica, trumpet, stylophone, and 
bass. We vary live performances as 
well, but it’s still somewhat experimen- 
tal. At MUTEK, P- Love and I wanted 


laptop, and think they’re re-inventing 
the wheel even though it sounds like 
something made thirty years ago. 

It's a different playing field than just 
rock music or folk music. But the bar 
has dropped dramatically. It’s saturat 
ed with a lot of crap. As a musician 
thirty or forty years ago, you had to 
prove yourself because it was very 
hard and very expensive to make a 
recording—except for some of the 
very experimental stuff that was 
recorded because it received govern- 
ment and foundation funding. 


One of the tracks on your album is 
“Storm Clouds and Silver Linings,” 
featuring Damo Suzuki from Can. 
How did you hook that up? Did you 
feel it was important to make the 
track almost in a Can way, with 
thunderous drums and whirling 
sounds—an almost-wall-of-sound 
atmosphere that Damo seems to 
work in best? 

Yeah, that was really what I was 
going for. I wanted to do something 
true to form. I’ve always loved the 
stripped-down, repetitive sound of 
Krautrock. 

He came through Montreal when 
he was doing the Damo Suzuki 
Network tour. Myself and Jeff, from 
Ninja Tune, went to see him and were 
blown away. I ran home and gave 
him some of my records. And later 
we flew him in to record the track. 

He came through town. I had the 
drum tracks—which he didn’t even 
want to hear—and he did 15 takes of 
improv. He's such a humble, com- 
pletely nice guy. We went for dinner 
after and he was telling all these sto- 
ries. As a fan, I was totally blown 
away. He signed all my Can records.

People treat beats like an 
afterthought, when they're talking 
about the actual music. They'd have to 
pay me some money, obviously, but 
much more important to me than 
money is the fact that | like them as 
artists.

NEW RELEASES 

Moving from icons-in-the-making, to 
just plain icons... It was after hearing 
Bark Psychosis’s first full-length record, 
1994's Hex, that a critic who found their 
music impossible to define was forced to 
invent a new sub-genre: “post-rock.” By 
the time critical acclaim hit that album, 
the band was pretty much defunct. Now, 
ten years after that single, vocalist 
Graham Sutton is back with the moniker 
Bark Psychosis to release Codename: 
Dustsucker (Fire.) Early reviews say it 
won't disappoint. 

There is good news this month for 
fans that missed out on the 1996 box set 
from seminal shoegaze group Galaxie 


500. The unreleased tracks and rarities 
appearing on that compilation will be 
released as a stand-alone disc, appropri- 
ately called Uncollected (Rykodisc). The 
album includes outtakes, live songs, 
Galaxie 500’s first demo, and a video for 
On Fire’s “Blue Thunder.” 

Norway's indie-pop duo, The Kings of 
Convenience, have returned from a long 
hiatus to release Riot on an Empty Street 
(Astralwerks). At the album's outset is 
the pair's harmonies, backed by acoustic 
guitar, piano, strings, and the occasional 
electric guitar. Featured on two tracks are 
guest vocals from Leslie Feist (Feist). 
Riot on an Empty Street could be a nice 
soundtrack with which to watch the 
summer fade into fall. 

In other international pop news, 
Brazil's Postal Blue is ready to release 
their first full-length, /nternational Breeze, 
on Shelflife Records. The long-awaited 
album (they began recording in 2001!) 
features distant, delicate vocals perfectly 
complimented by jangly guitars and 
organ. 

An excellent surprise while research- 
ing this month’s Pop Life was the dis- 
covery of Language of Flowers. The 
five-piece from Belfast is just putting the 
finishing touches on their second album, 
Songs About You (Shelflife). One track 
from the forthcoming album, “It’s Not 
You,” is wonderful, with infectious, 
poppy hooks that are complimented by 
sweet, female vocals. Its spirit is reminis- 
cent of the great C-86 bands (Tallulah 
Gosh, in particular, comes to mind). One 
can only hope the whole album is as 
good.

IT’S BEEN CLOSE TO TEN YEARS 
waiting for a decent recording of this 
beloved local funk unit, but the wait is 
finally over. Recorded by the 
omnipresent Nik Kozub, aided and 
abetted by the likes of bassist Thom 
Golub, trumpet player Bob Tildesley, 
rapper Cadence Weapon, and a host 
of other fine players, Just Dance is a 
fine representation of a band at the top 
of their form. In honor of MFC’s CD 
release party this Saturday, we decid- 
ed to ambush singer/songwriter/sax- 
ophonist Brett Miles with lyrics pulled 
from his album rather then conduct a 
conventional interview: 


This is the real shit, and I don’t givea 
fuck if it turns into a hit (“Party 
People”). 

Miles: Okay... | guess when I wrote 
this... it’s just self-explanatory, this 
whole song. I just want to make peo- 
ple party! It’s the whole purpose of the 
band, the whole purpose of the CD, 
the whole purpose of almost every 
song. I just want people to dance and 
havea good time. When I was writing 
at that point, when I say that “I don’t 
givea fuck if it’s a hit,” well, itl never 
be on the radio. It was just really hon- 
est when I was writing it, y know, I 
just wanna see your bodies move. It is 
whatit is. Of course I want the band to 
bea hit and everything, but what this 
is is a song that’s so funky that you 
have to dance! 


When my mom was a teenager she 
got fired from her job because she 
was dancing on a conveyor belt 
(‘Just Dance”) 

Yes! Okay, my mom and her sister, 
they worked in this cosmetic company 
in New York. My aunt got this real 
cush, dress-up nice job in the office, 
and my mom got this job working on 
the conveyor belt, I dunna, like doing 
something with the lipstick. Mom said 
that she was a big cutup and a joker, 
always fooling around and stuff, and 
she was up on the conveyor belt danc- 
ing. The supervisor came in and she 
got fired. I guess my Aunt just quit 
after that, saying that “If she [his 
mom] can’t work there...” I guess they 
really liked my aunt, but she said, 
“Well, if you're firing my sister, then 
I'm out of here, too.” I guess they left 
with purses full of cosmetics or what- 
ever. I dunno, they were 13 or 14 at the 
time.

I think that whole 
rap is kind ofa little autobiographical 
He just talks about seeking inner pea 
through the beats. It’s hard to take jusi 
one sentence away from the whole 
thing, I don’t know if you can really 
understand it from just that one lyric 
That whole little rap is about honesty 
and bringing the real stuff and none oj 
the fake.

(“Crazy”) 

I guess “Crazy” is just about how 
crazy the world is, and what's going 
on, and how there's always like so 
much negative news and not much 
positive. That verse was one I wrote 
and putin and... it just says it. It sur- 
prised me; they’re after Osama, they’n 
after Osama, they’re all sure it’s him 
and then next thing you know they’ v« 
connected him to Saddam. And they 
don’t have anything to do with each 
other. It’s just that whole thing about 
the craziness of war. Connecting it to 
9/11, when it's really not connected to 
that at all. It’s connected to George 
Bush Sr., and the oil, and Desert 
Storm, it’s all about getting that oil that 
Clinton didn’t get the first time or 
whatever. World’s crazy; I just can’t 
believe it. They make like it’s all about 
9/11? C'mon.

New K-Os album is a smarter 
continuation of the last 


TWO YEARS AGO, WHEN 
Kheavon “K-Os” Brereton dropped 
his hip-hop classic Exit, 
Canadians—and later the world— 
were treated to an eclectic B-Boy 
Document like none other. Now, 
following tours in Europe with 
India Arie and The Roots, and after 
receiving the nod from BET (“Rated 
Next”) and MTV (“Buzz Worthy”), 
winning a Source Award, and 
receiving a 2004 Juno Nomination 
for Video of the Year, K-Os is back 
with the latest installment of what 
will hopefully be just one of many 
more b-boy documents to come. 

SEE recently had the opportunity 
to sit and chat with K-Os about the 
state of hip-hop and what his fans 
can expect on his sophomore 
release, Joyful Rebellion. 


Now while The Source isn't what it 
used to be, you were nominated 
for and awarded with an interna- 
tional hip-hop award for your 
debut Exit. The nomination, while 
quite unexpected, definitely 
showed that The Source has an ear 
pointed at Canada. How did you 
feel about the award? 

I was very aware of the politics. 
Right now there seems to be, in hip- 
hop, this whole going-back-to-the- 
basics idea. Whether it’s with 
Kanye West or whatever. A lot of 
times, when you see award shows, 









there is always some sort of politics 
behind it. Why did someone get the 
award? Why were they nominated? 

Right now The Source is trying to 
get back its credibility. Having an 
awards show and having an interna- 
tional category gives the idea that 
they’re internationally known and 
taking hip-hop beyond the bling- 
bling, And to tell you the truth, as 
much as it’s changed, it’s still one of 
the only magazines that still includes 
graffiti in there. They focus on differ- 
ent areas where hip-hop is coming 
out of, whether it be in Idaho or 
Toronto. 

In light of what's been happening 
with The Source, as far as their covers 
or [the] artists they feature, they've 
always had some kind of apprecia- 
tion for underground hip-hop. But I 
was leery. Out of everyone in that 
category, I was the only one who 
spoke English. So, yeah, I went 
down there, but it was more to check 
out the atmosphere. Spy a little. 


A lot of rap artists nowadays are 
putting out mix tapes to promote 
their music. How do feel about this 
approach? 

A mix tape is cool, but if you use it 
for promotion it’s not a mix tape no 
more. It becomes all your boys on 
your tracks. I think mix tapes were 
more genuine when they were really 
just mixed tapes. It was people 
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putting out music so everyone can 
feel it. But when it became an under 
ground promotional item it changed 
the idea of it. Because cats will run 
up on you, like, as if they were try- 
ing to sell you their record. Like, 
“Yo, could you buy my mix tape.” 

The first mix tape I heard was in 
1983, and it had The Police, B52s, 
Nucleus Crew, Kurtis Blow—that 
what I know a mix tape to be: a 
whole bunch of mixed music. It’s 
not you rapping over other people 
beats so people can hear what you 
have to say. 

| think people are using the mix 
tape too much as a promo item and 
it turns me off. I understand the hus 
tle, and I’m not knocking the hustle 
but at the same time, if you're going 
to hustle like that, give people 80 per 
cent mix tape, 20 per cent you. Don't 
give them 50 per cent mix tape and 
50 per cent of your basement tracks 
That might as well be a sampler. 


So what's the difference between 
Exit and Joyful Rebellion? 
Probably more calculation. All the 
songs are, like, four minutes or 
three-and-a-half minutes long. I 
thought about the radio more. I was 
kind of getting bored. So, the chal- 
lenge was to make songs that hip- 
hoppers and MCs would love but, at 
the same time, had an appeal to peo- 
ple who didn’t even care about hip 
hop. 

There is a deliberate mentality on 
this record to penetrate other for- 
mats of radio. I’m pretty shameless 
about that, because at a certain 
point that becomes your challenge 
because you get bored. You do all 
the college shows, you do all the 
underground shows, and then 
you're like, “What's next?” 

So, it’s just an evolution. It’s the 
next step. I’m starting to use 
records like sequels. Like Return of 
the Jedi and Indiana Jones. Exit was 
one, now it’s Joyful Rebellion. The 
next one will be something else. It's 
just a continuation of the story, but 
with a bit more knowledge. 


How does Joyful Rebellion feel 
different from Exit? 
There is a lot more live instrumen- 
tation. The first album I was pro- 
gramming. I was more worried 
aboutwhat hip-hop people were 
going to think. Some of the songs 
aren't even led. 
Fg igriaantie “Crucial”: a lot 
those songs are just played 
through. Whereas on songs like 
“Follow Me” and “Heaven Only 
I would sample a guitar

THINGS ONLY COME IN SPURTS 
for the Ejaculators—a pretty obvious 
phenomenon, given the name. A 
year and a half ago, the local punk 
rock fourpiece was gettin’ down with 
everything from recording an album, 
playing lotsa shows, and plans of a 
summertime tour of western Canada 
and the US. Things have been a little 
more impotent since a sudden lineup 
change last fall, only weeks before a 
coveted slot opening for Portland 
band Defiance. After drummer 
Marky Mayhem’s abrupt departure 
(where he cited school commitments 
and time issues), his replacement, 
local band slut Nick (formerly of 
Open Wounds, Affliction, etc.), was 
quickly initiated and debuted at the 
Defiance show after a breakneck two 
weeks of jam sessions. 

Since then, however, it’s remained 
slow going for the band (bassist Kyle 
Duperron and guitarists Jay Rona 
and Mike Danyluk, all three of 
whom share vocal duties), with jam- 
ming and writing only at the bare 
minimum. 

“We've only written one new song 
in the past year and it doesn’t even 
have a name—we just call it ‘the new 
song’,” Duperrorrlaughs. 

Hee Mayhem was still rockin’ 
the drum kit, the Ejaculators used 
free

studio time at Grant MacEwan 
Community College—where 
Danyluk was a recording arts stu- 
dent—to lay down the tracks for a 


potential full-length album. The com- 


pleted project has since been 
chopped up and released as a short- 
er, self-released demo (available at 
Octopus Ink Records). The band has 
since gained not only a new drum- 
mer but valuable recording experi- 
ence as well: Danyluk recorded the 
recent Longshot Records release for 
Duperron’s other band, Hit & Run, 
in his basement and joined on guitar 
shortly after. A fresh recording date, 
which will cover all the same materi- 
al, has been tentatively set for this 
fall. 

Where once you could see’em 
every weekend, the Ejaculators have 
been spacing things out during this 
downtime. “We've only played 4 or 
5 shows in the last 4 months,” 
Duperron reveals. Take advantage 
and catch one of these characteristi- 
cally long sets Friday (Aug 27) night 
at Rendezvous Pub. (10108-149 St.).

Run. Including new versions of the four 
best songs from the self-released E-Town 
Tossers CD-R, their full-length CD is 
alright, but | still liked ‘em better on their 
raw, chaotic EP and, up ‘til two months 
ago, twice a week in my basement. 

Pogues fans, you'll probably enjoy Rum 
Runner. And if yer into Dropkick Murphys 
or the Real McKenzies, Rum Runner's 
debut album, Association, is a necessity, 
as these three Calgary kids are doing it as 
good or better than their contemporaries. 

If you've picked:up a newspaper in this 
city in the last month and a half, you're 
already aware that the Operators*780*’s 
UNTITLED album is sickeningly amazing. | 
won't ruin the perfect liquid rhythms by 
vainly attempting to capture ‘em in text— 
this no-title punk/reggae/hardcore/hip hop 
fusion is something truly unique and 
needs to be heard.

FREE ADVICE TO ANYONE LOOKING TO 
‘make it” in the music biz: if you want to 
inspire excitement about your band, 
never describe its sound as “something 
vaguely post-grunge and pseudo emo 
rock.” Edmonton five-piece The Casanova 
Playboys are more ambitious than this 
murky blurb from their Web site. They 
write catchy songs that bounce through 
different genres that are anchored in gui- 
tar-driven rock. There are indeed shades 
of grunge and emo, but there's also pop- 
punk, ska, even hard rock. The musician- 
ship is there, the songs are layered, and 
the production by Vancouverite Jonathan 
Fluevog (presumably the son of shoe God 
John Fluevog) brings out the hooks. The 
problem is that the group lacks identity. 
Yes, of course your music can't be cate- 
gorized, maaan, but it needs focus. The 
Playboys don't sound as playful as the 
name implies, and the album cover and 
title don't help solve the identity crisis, 
unfortunately. Despite the adjectival 
“vaguely” and “pseudo,” though, the 
songwriting has potential. Pick one of 
those voices in your collective heads and 
lock it down, lover boys.

THIS NEIGHBOURHOOD CAFE 
has become an institution that 
deserves everyone's support, espe- 
cally ina town like this, where the 
undiscerning portion of the popula- 
tion seems to be content with inde- 

ndently owned, creative business 
endeavours giving way to generic 
big box retail experiences with 
flavourless brand-name food tie-ins. 
So if you don’t want to have to get in 
your car and drive to the edge of 
town for a coffee and a muffin, keep 
in mind the culinary entrepreneur 
who brings his or her own vision of 
quality food and service to your local 
street corner. 

Doubtless I’ve mentioned Zuppa 
Café in this space before, but I can’t 
endorse too often its welcoming, sun- 
splashed confines, quality cooking 
and superb coffee, so here I go again. 
Prospective patrons should note that 
Zuppa has recently extended its 
hours until 9 p.m. nightly (note: they 
take Sundays off), and that they’ve 
added pizza to their evening menu. 

My most recent visit was occa- 
sioned, however, by a need for 
lunch. Not only do they offer the 
eponymous soup, Zuppa has all day 
breakfast, grilled sandwiches, salads, 
wraps, pasta and other daily specials 
that never break the $10 ceiling and 
usually constitute quite a healthy 


portion of food. I momentarily forgot 
this while ordering my herbed chick- 
en philly on a baguette with sautéed 
onions, mushrooms and peppers ($8) 
and decided to add a bowl of mine- 
strone for $2 

One of those things you never 
really consider but which can make a 
café a whole lot more comfortable is 
an ample supply of reading material 
to keep the solo diner company and, 
to this end, Zuppa is always biblio- 
graphically equipped. You can gen- 
erally find both local dailies, as well 
as a wide array of recent Canadian 
and American magazines to keep 


ing helping of colourful salad filling 
out my platter. It’s a good thing I 
wasn’t on a tightly circumscribed 
lunch hour or I’d never have time to 
finish it all. 

While all of the ind 
nents of lunch were r 
most appreciated how well they 
went together, the salad of crunchy 
cabba, ed peppers and carrots 
ona bed of mixed greens (including 
radicchio and endive) complement- 
ing the crisp, cheesy grilled sandwich 
well-supplied with sautéed veggies 
and chunks of chicken breast, which 
in turn complemented the tender 
veggies—heavy on the broccoli— 
and savoury broth of the minestrone. 
The salad was perhaps a touch too 
oily for my tastes, but everything else 
was just right.

your lips moving until your food 
arrives. Not that you ever have to 
wait very long. 

I'd barely skimmed the front sec- 
tion of the paper before my food 
arrived, at which point I wondered if 
my eyes weren't bigger than my 
stomach. The sandwich, striated with 
grill marks, was ample, as was the 
bow! of soup that was practically 
overflowing with vegetables and 
broth, which came with its own piece 
of focaccia. Then there was the heap-

This is just an example of the sort 
of comestible pleasures to be found 
at Zuppa, and those new extended 
hours should enable even more peo- 
ple to sample the café’s charms for 
themselves. Chances are good you'll 
find me there working through the 
latest issue of Harper's and a grilled 
sandwich.
